After July 4, 1896, w'hen 
Ftah was admitted to the Union, the 
forty-five stars in the flag were ar­ 
ranged in six rows, the first, third and 
fifth row s having eight stars each, and 
the second, fourth and sixth roows, 
seven stars each, 
{-our years ago a rearrangement of 
the stars was made by a joint board 
of army and navy officers to meet the 
case of Oklahoma. Under
